Angels  Landing  is  a  2.26  acres  site  in  the  heart  of  DLTA  at  361  South  Hill  Street. 
Sitting  above  the  Pershing  Square  Metro  Station,  the  site  was  previously  intended 
to  be  the  third  phase  of  the  California  Plaza  Project,  but  due  to  economic 
conditions  and  the  dissolution  of  redevelopment,  the  site  was  never  developed. 
The  City  is  seeking  a  development  that  meets  the  following  objectives: 

1.  Develop  the  site  at  the  highest  level  of  intensity,  creating  a  high-energy  urban 
experience  with  a  mix  of  uses. 

2.  Provide  publicly  accessible  open  space  and  incorporate  community  amenities 
into  the  development. 

3.  Provide  active  and  accessible  linkage  between  the  residential,  office,  and 
cultural  amenities  on  Bunker  Hill  and  the  regional  transportation  system  portal  for 
pedestrians,  transit  users,  and  cyclists.

Housing,  Land  Use  &  Development  Committee 

At  this  week’s  Housing,  Land  Use  and  Development  Committee  meeting,  we  had  a 
presentation  from  Carmen  Zella  from  Now  Art  L.A.  about  public  art.  And  CCA 
members  also  heard  from  Controller  Ron  Galperin  about  many  of  the  challenges 
the  city  is  facing,  including  the  shortage  of  housing. 

Now  Art  L.A.  has  created  a  tool  kit  for  developers  to  inform  decisions  about 
utilizing  the  Arts  Development  Fee  (ADF).  The  City  requires  private  development 
projects  valued  at  $500,000  or  more  to  pay  an  arts  fee  based  on  the  square 
footage  of  the  building  or  one-percent  of  the  project's  Building  and  Safety  permit 
valuation,  whichever  is  lower.  A  developer  may  choose  either  to  oversee  their  own 
site-specific  ADF-funded  art  project  or  pay  the  fee  associated  with  their  project.  For 
the  paid-in  fees,  the  City  of  L.A.  maintains  a  trust  fund  of  segregated  project 
accounts  to  fund  future  Department  of  Cultural  Affairs  programming.  Office,  retail, 
manufacturing,  warehouse,  and  hotels  are  required  to  pay  this  fee.  Residential 
units  and  parking  structures  are  exempt. 

The  developer’s  tool  kit  includes  information  about  different  prototypes  of  public 
art.  The  presentation  includes  cost  estimations,  and  citing  and  maintenance 
requirements.  The  point  of  this  tool  kit  is  to  provide  enough  information  to 
developers  early  in  the  process  so  the  art  is  provided  onsite.  Public  art  has  the 
ability  to  connect  Downtown  neighborhoods  and  enhance  new  development.  CCA 
will  continue  to  partner  with  Now  Art  L.A.  to  promote  public  art  in  DTLA. 


CCA  attended  Metro’s  Planning  and 
Programming  Committee  meeting  on 
April  19,  asking  Metro  board  members 
to  continue  prioritizing  the  planning  of 
a  Red  Line  terminus  station  in  the  Arts 
District.  A  6th  Street  station  would 
serve  the  fast-growing  Arts  District 
population  and  the  many  new  and 
growing  businesses  in  the  area,  and 
would  also  connect  to  the  under¬ 
construction  6th  Street  bridge  and 
park.  Metro  staff  have  been  directed  to 
plan  upgrades  to  Division  20  facilities 
in  such  a  way  that  a  new  station  is  not 
precluded,  but  competing  priorities  and 
an  advanced  timeline  have 
complicated  the  effort. 

On  behalf  of  the  Arts  District 
community  and  its  members,  CCA 
expressed  concern  that  Metro's 
current  approach  may  not  be  proactive 
enough  to  see  a  station  planned  and 
built  on  an  appropriate  timeline,  and 
that  real  solutions  need  to  be 
identified.  Further,  we  asked  that  the 
station  be  included  in  Metro's  Long 
Range  Transportation  Plan  to  give 
greater  certainty  to  local  developers, 
property  owners,  and  city  planners. 
Staff  also  requested  that  Metro 
continue  working  with  local 
stakeholders  who  have  taken  it  upon 
themselves  to  seek  out  creative

This  week  from  CCA  (CCA  Delivers  -  April  20,  2017) 


Controller  Galperin  presented  his  recent  audit  on  the  City’s  Density  Bonus 
Program  and  discussed  other  initiatives  he  is  leading  to  create  better  incentives, 
better  policies  and  better  processes  to  have  a  more  pro-business  approach  at  City 
Hall.  The  audit  concluded  that  the  density  bonus  program  does  not  provide 
sufficient  incentives  to  reach  market  rate  projects.  It  is  primarily  used  by  100% 
affordable  housing  projects.  The  audit  states  that  from  2008-2014,  the  program 
only  created  329  affordable  units  in  market-rate  projects.  Controller  Galperin  stated 
that  the  Density  Bonus  ordinance  should  be  enhanced  to  create  greater  use  and 
he  is  using  the  audit  as  way  to  talk  about  the  need  for  increased  housing 
production. 

CCA  members  engaged  Controller  Galperin  and  flagged  issues  that  must  move 
forward,  including  community  plan  updates.  We  discussed  regulating  new 
industries  of  the  shared  economy,  such  as  Uber  and  AirBnB.  The  idea  of  a 
Department  of  Consumer  Affairs  was  proposed  as  a  way  to  address  the  shared 
economy.  Currently,  the  City  is  contemplating  requiring  City  Planning  to  enforce 
home  sharing  rules  and  CCA  members  expressed  great  concern  that  this  would 
derail  efforts  to  update  the  community  plans.  We  also  discussed  the  need  for  the 
business  community  to  come  together  to  collectively  support  solutions  to  address 
the  housing  crisis.

Mayor  Garcetti's  2017-2018  City  Budget 
Proposal 

Today,  at  the  State  of  the  City,  Mayor  Garcetti  released  his  2017-2018  Budget 
Proposal  and  shared  his  vision  for  moving  Los  Angeles  forward.  Mayor  Garcetti 
outlined  his  priorities  including  ending  homelessness,  increasing  housing 
production,  updating  the  community  plans  and  approval  of  the  Affordable  Housing 
Linkage  Fee.  The  proposed  budget  includes  $176M  for  homelessness:  $122M  for 
permanent  supportive  housing,  $11M  for  shelters/prevention,  $37M  for 
engagement/cleanliness  and  $6M  for  administration.  Additionally,  the  budget 
proposal  includes  $3.5M  for  the  community  plan  program. 

The  Mayor  announced  that  starting  in  July  2017,  he  will  be  the  chair  of  the  Metro 
Board  and  his  priority  is  to  make  riding  Metro  safe  and  convenient.  The  proposed 
budget  also  includes  $14M  to  expand  DASH  services.  Finally,  Mayor  Garcetti 
emphasized  City  core  services.  He  is  allocating  new  resources  to  remove  graffiti 
within  24  hours  and  discussed  reforms  to  the  Los  Angeles  Police  Department  to 
further  establish  community  relationships.  The  City  Council's  Budget  &  Finance 
Committee  will  begin  budget  deliberations  next  week  and  the  City  Council  will 
adopt  the  budget  by  June  1,  2017.
